There 
was no intention then of penalizing the distributors. 
That plan was invoked after the farmers rebelled. 
Chicago wants to get its milk as cheaply as pos- 
sible.

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CONSTIPATION, ITS DANGERS 
ITHIN four hours after being 
eaten the food is digested, dis- 
solved, and, in a great measure, 
_ absorbed. The residue then re- 
mains in the large intestine, fermenting 
and putrefying for forty hours in what 
may be called normal conditions. 

If there is constipation it remains there 
for several days. During this time no 
process for life, health, or well being 
is going on. There is a little absorption 
of nutritive elements and of water and 
a considerable absorption of putrefaction 
products, But none of these processes is 
necessary for well being. 

It weuld not be correct to say that the 
human is the only animal which beeomes 
constipated. It would be correct to say 
that no other animal has but one bowel 
movement a day except when out of 
health; and that man is the only animal 
that goes for several days without hav- 
ing a bowel movement except when sick.

Plain common sense tells us that even 
though this superior animal—man—can 
stand more in this direction than the 
| beasts, constipation is not good for his 
welfare, and that eventually it gets him, 
his life, health capacity, or comfort. 
Constipation is responsible for headaches, 
neuralgia, biliousmess, coated tongue, 
bad ‘taste in the mouth, and bad breath 
If allowed to continue indefinitely it 
causes high blood pressure and perhaps 
other diseases. “

Since constipation is a matter of bad 
habit, much in the way of prevention and 
cure can be accomplished by training.

The 
old theory that a person should train 
himself to have a bowel movement right 
after breakfast is good so far as it goes, 
but stopping right there it has done great 
harm. A person should train himself

Any case of constipation that cannot 
be cured by dieting and by training 
should be examined by a physician. The 
physician should give large doses of bis- 
muth for two or three days and then 
X-ray the abdomen. This examination 
will show abnormalities in the large in- 
testine in many cases. Some of these 
call for agar and mineral oil or both, 
and some of them call for special treat- 
ment. But more than 90 per cent of 
the constipated people can cure them- 
selv 9s.
